The following day Borton defanted the
Pirntes and started them off on n losing
streak, which wis not broken until August
11, when BIUL Philllps, maling hin debut
with Pittaburgh, defeated Chicago, & to 4,
holding Anson's sluggers to five hitw. Thie
loring etreak was of six EAMON

Chicago started Pittsburgh on {ts way to
a National League record the next day and
I3 conwecutive games were Jost. On Hepe
tomber 4 Henderson, n recruit pltchsr, won
from Cleveland at Plitsburgh by the score

af 6 to 2. This gave the Pleates one victory
In &2 gamen played. They lost the next six
gamoes, making two victorles out of 38

Enmes played, which s the groatest losing
gtrea’ In the history of the game.
